No, our comment is intended as informative. We feel that our 
readers as well as any non-Catholics who may take an interest in 
our paper, should know some of the contributing causes to the for- 
feiture—especially of those states which have always gone Dem- 
ocratic. 

It has been said during the last eight years that, if the vote of 
1920 and 1924 may be taken as a criterion, there has been nor- 
mally an excess of 5,000,000 Republican votes. Now, if you take 
into account the growth of population—even since 1924, the 
accession of 1,000,000 or more new voters, and the forcible bring- 
ing out of seven or eight million women who had hitherto ab- 
stained from voting, it would seem easy to account for Hoover’s 
victory in a very normal way. 

However, this process of reasoning would not account for 
the defection in Florida, Texas, North Carolina, and Virginia, nor 
for the vote in Kentucky, Tennessee, and Oklahoma. 

In these states the religious issue was most effective. It will 
be remembered that Texas was split on this issue on the very day 
the Houston Convention closed, and a Protestant Bishop began 
to head an anti-Smith movement. Sectarian papers in this State 
were aggressively anti-Smith and pro-Hoover. The margin of 

sepublican victory in Texas was, of course, small, but it with- 
drew twenty electoral votes from the Democratic column. The 
conversion of a dozen Democrats to the Rpublican party in a 
whole Protestant congregation, or the bringing out of that many 
new voters in behalf of the Republican party, or the staying away 
from the polls of a dozen people in every township would have 
produced the result which election day disclosed. The same holds 
good of Florida, Virginia, North Carolina.
